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IS NOW BISHOP WILLIAMS. 


NAVAL FORCES ARE READY TO 
GO AHEAD. 


Squadrons of All Nations are Assem­ 
bling Ready to Move In The Dar­ 
danelles at the Bidding of Their 
Governments—The Turks say the 
Armenians are the Aggresssors. 


Constantinople, Nov. 15.—The Italian 
fleet is understood to be on its ways to 
Salonica bay to join the British fleet 
of about twenty warships already there. 
The French fleet is expected there 
shortly and the representatives of the 
powers, as a result of communications 
exchanged with their governments, 
have had another informal meeting at 
the French embassy. When the three 
squadrons have united and Sir Philip 
Currie, the British ambassador, returns, 
sdtie decided step upon the part of the 
powers may be anticipated. 
News received here from the district 
of Van records fresh massacres of Ar­ 
menian Christians there. 
The Kurds 
of Van are said to be attacking and 
pillaging the Armenian villages and the 
Turkish officials 
are reported to be 
powerless to preserve order. 
A tele­ 
gram received here from Sivas on Tues­ 
day evening, says that a massacre of the 
Armenians has been commenced in that 
city; but according to the porte order 
has been restored there. The facts in 
the case may be expected shortly. 
Every day brings further details of 
the massacres at Erzeroum, and each 
report makes the story of the crimes 
there more ghastly. Men, women and 
children were shot, bayoneted, burned 
and assaulted for days, the killing and 
mutilation lasting for weeks, though 
intervals of rest are recorded. The or­ 
ders for these outrages are said to have 
been sent by the porte and they were 
carried out in the most cruel manner 
imaginable. The number of killed will 
probably never be known, but it is esti­ 
mated at from 500 to 2,000, according to 
Turkish or Armenian versions of the 
affair. Certainly many hundreds were 
killed, and it is even said that some of 
the victims were skinned alive, while 
others were soaked with petroleum and 
set fire to. 
The Turks of Erzeroum as usual 
claim that the Armenians were the ag­ 
gressors; but independent reports ac­ 
quit the Armenians of doing anything 
more than attempting to defend them­ 
selves at Erzeroum and at Diarbekir, al­ 
though at Zeitoun, where they captured 
a Turkish battalion, and at Marash, the 
Armenians are admitted to have taken 
the initiative in attacking the Turks. 
The latter are not always to blame for 
the outbreaks, but there seems to be 
no excuse for the fiendish massacres 
which follow. When once the Turk be­ 
gins killing he never knows when to 
stop. 


Selected to Preside Over the Diocese of 
Northern Michigan. 
Marquette, Mich., Nov. 15.—The pri­ 
mary convention of the new Episcopal 
diocese, erected out of the missionary 
jurisdiction 
of Northern Michigan, 
called to meet here yesterday to or­ 
ganize the diocese and elect a bishop, 
completed its work in one day’s ses­ 
sion and adjourned to meet in regular 
session the first Wednesday after the 
first Sunday in May of each year. By 
a vote of 24 out of 38 cast, the venerable 
archdeacon, G. Mott Williams, of Mar­ 
quette, was chosen bishop on the sec­ 
ond informal ballot. The name Mar­ 
quette was chosen as the official desig­ 
nation of the new diocese, in deference 
to the recommendation of the house of 
bishops in general convention at Minne­ 
apolis, though a strong party favored 
the name “Superior.” 
The choice of 
name and of bishop virtually fixes the 
city of Marquette as the cathedral city 
and St. Paul’s church as the bishop’s 
cathedral. The same constitution and 
canons governing the diocese of Michi­ 
gan, with a few verbal changes, were 
adopted. The field comprises the en­ 
tire northern peninsula of Michigan, 
having an area of 16,510 square miles 
and a population of 206,000 souls, of 
whom upward of 2,500 profess the Epis­ 
copalian faith. The clergy consists, at 
present, of eleven priests and three di­ 
vinity students. 
There are six va­ 
cancies, including the one at Sault Ste. 
Marie, which was due to the election 
of the rector to the new bishopric of 
Alaska. 
Bishop-Elect 
Williams 
cannot he 
consecrated until his election has been 
confirmed by the majority of all the 
other bishops. 
As that cannot take 
place before the end of January, 1896, 
the diocese will, in the meantime, be 
administered by a standing committee.

AT A BOSTON FIRE 


GIRLS FAINTED AND A PANIC 
ENSUED. 


Blaze Starts in a Distillery Warehouse 
and Results in a Loss of $145 000 — 
Manufacturing Company’s Piant at 
Crete, IU., Burns, Causing a Loss 
of $50,000—Blaze at Wenona, 111. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 15.—Fire which 
started in the five-story brick building, 
200-202 Congress street, occupied by the 
Empire Distilling company, yesterday 
caused a loss of $125,000—$50,000 on the 
building and $75,000 on contents. There 
is an insurance of about $60,000 on the 
latter. 
There were about thirty em­ 
ployes in the building when the fire 
broke out, but all of them escaped. 
The Lowney Chocolate company's store 
is next to the burned building. Over 400 
girls were in the dining rooms there 
when the flames burst from the win­ 
dows of the burning structure. A panic 
ensued and the girls joined in a wild 
rush for the doors. 
In the scramble 
several girls fainted, and, falling, were 
trodden upon. 
Miss 
Alice Fay sus­ 
tained a broken arm by falling down­ 
stairs. The fire department by ardu­ 
ous efforts kept the flames confined to 
the building in which they originated. 
James Connolly, a cooper for the dis­ 
tilling company, was burned about the 
face and neck, and Lieut. Fox, of en­ 
gine 25, was caught by falling glass. 
Joseph Bradley also sustained a frac­ 
ture of the right ankle. The damage 
to property adjacent to the distilling 
company will amount to about $20,000. 


TROUBLE BREWING 
DOWN IN BRAZIL 


MOVEMENT IN 
FAVOR OF 
MONARCHY GROWING. 


Great Britain and Germany Would 
Like to Place King Henry of Prus­ 
sia on the Throne—Twenty-Seven 
Political Prisoners Shot—Represen­ 
tatives Healey and O’Conor Out. 
Rio Janeiro, Nov. 15.—Persons who 
arrived here yesterday from Nichtheroy 
announce the shooting there of twenty- 
seven political prisoners Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
Among them were two colonels. 
This has caused the greatest excitement 
in all circles, and nothing else is talked 
of. 
The executed are known to have 
been in sympathy with the monarchial 
cause, which is daily gaining ground. 
It is stated that many of the officers of 
the army and navy have sworn to join 
the movement, and many officers now 
operating in the south against the rebel­ 
lion also favor it. 
It is also stated that 
both England and Germany will favor 
the movement, and the plan is to place 
a German prince on the throne of Brazil, 
probably Prince Henry of Prussia. 


May Yet Bring Off the Big Fight. 
El Paso, Tex., Nov. 15.—Dan Stuart, 
who ha3 been in El Paso since last 
Saturday, arranging for a battlefield 
on which Corbett and Fitzsimmons can 
meet for a finish contest, 
said 
last 
night: “I have found a battle ground 
for Corbett and Fitzsimmons and have 
wired their managers that I will hang 
up a purse of $20,000 for a finish contest 
between them, they to take the entire 
purse if I fail to carry out my part of 
the contract. 
I would name Jan. IO, 
1896, as the date for the battle, as that 
is after the holidays, but an earlier day 
can be fixed if the principals desire it, 
and the battle ground will be of easy 
access to El Paso. I am in this deal 
alone and am not in any way connected 
with any club.” 


LOSES MANY ACRES. 


Secretary Smith Makes an Important 
Derision. 
Washington, 
Nov. 
15.—Secretary 
Smith has decided that the eastern ter­ 
minus of the Northern Pacific railroad 
is at either Thomson, Minn., or Superi­ 
or, Wis., instead of Ashland, Wis., as 
has always been claimed by the com­ 
pany. About eight hundred thousand 
acres of land is involved, which is lost 
by the company. 
The secretary does 
not undertake to say whether the grant 
begins at Thomson or Superior, but di­ 
rects all selections for indemnity be­ 
tween these points to be held for further 
consideration. He does declare that the 
grant of the Northern Pacific does not 
extend east of Superior City. 
He also says that he is aware that the 
lands east of Superior were the basis 
for the selection of a large quantity of 
lands from the indemnity belt of the 
company’s 
grant 
in North 
Dakota. 
These selections having been 
made 
some time ago, many, if not all, have 
perhaps been sold by the company. The 
secretary has directed that the company 
be allowed sixty days within which 
to specify a new basis for any of its 
indemnity selections voided by this de­ 
cision. 


C la im s V a lu a b le Land. 
Lacon, 111., Nov. 15.—Mrs. Jesse Gay, 
of Woodford county, has 
retained a 
lawyer in a case which involves mil­ 
lions of dollars. Forty-five years ago 
her husband sold 160 acres of land ad­ 
jacent to the city of Columbus, O., but 
for some reason she did not sign the 
deed. She now claims her dower right 
to a one-third life interest in the prop­ 
erty. Columbus has grown to such an 
extent since the transfer was made that 
the land in controversy is at present 
located in the heart of the city. If the 
failure of Mrs. Gay to sign the deed is 
clearly established a compromise can 
easily be effected. At the death of Mrs. 
Gay, in case she is 
successful, 
the 
property will revert to 
the 
present 
owners. 


Manufacturing Plant Destroyed. 
Chicago, Nov. 15.—A fire caused by 
combustion 
entirely 
destroyed the 
Crete Manufacturing 
company’s fac­ 
tory and plant at Crete, 111., early yes­ 
terday morning. The lost approximates 
.50,000. 


Healy and O’Connor Expelled. 
Dublin, Nov. 15.—Representatives of 
the Irish parliamentary 
party, 
now 
meeting in Dublin, by a vote of 33 to 224 
yesterday adopted a motion to expel 
Timothy M. Healy and Arthur O’Con­ 
nor from the governing committee of 
the party. The Hon. John Dillon, M. P., 
offered a motion authorizing the chair­ 
man of the committee of the Irish par­ 
liamentary party to communicate with 
the executive committee of the national 
federation with a view to carrying out 
the suggestion of 
Archbishop 
John 
Walsh, of Toronto, favoring the hold­ 
ing of a national convention of the 
representatives of 
the Irish 
race 
throughout the world. Mr. Dillon’s mo 
tion was carried. 


ALL WANT THE CONVENTION. 


Secretary Sh cerin, of the National Demo­ 
cratic Committee, Talks. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 15.—S.. P. 
Sheerin, secretary of the Democratic 
national committee, said 
yesterday 
that he will issue a call for a meeting 
of the committee early in December. lie 
does not believe anyone can forete'A 
with any degree of certainty where the 
next convention will be held. 
“The 
members of the committee have 
not 
been consulting by letter as they usual­ 
ly do,” said he. 
“My correspondence 
with cities that are after the conven­ 
tion is gettting very heavy. San Fran­ 
cisco, St. Louis, Buffalo and Pittsburg 
are working industriously for the con­ 
vention. 
New York also wrants it. 
Some time ago it was understood that 
Chicago would not ask for either con­ 
vention, but I see that city is now ask­ 
ing for both of them. The convention 
is worth a great deal in a financial way 
to the city that gets it. J would say 
that a national convention is 
worth 
not less than $2,000,000 to the city in 
which it is held-. I have never believed 
there is any political advantage accru­ 
ing to a convention city.” 
Mr. Sheerin says it is probable the 
resolution passed during the closing 
session of the last Democratic conven­ 
tion instructing the national commit­ 
tee to provide for the admission of del­ 
egates, alternates and members of the 
press only at the next convention will 
not be observed. The matter was re­ 
ferred to a sub-committee and he un­ 
derstands this committee will report at 
the coming meeting in favor of admit­ 
ting the public as heretofore.

I 
am unable to perceive why the United 
States government should reward the 
perpetrators of this base conduct or 
should compliment the government of 
Great Britain by conceding that it was 
either just, friendly or honorable.” 


WANT A CONSTITUTION. 


Despotic Power of the Sultan of Turkey 
Nearly at an End. 
Constantinople. Nov. 
IG.—Kutciiuk 
Pasha has been repeatedly summoned 
to tho palace of the sultan, but he 
steadily refuses to be grand 
vizier. 
While the sultan is unable to form a re­ 
spectable cabinet, public opinion every­ 
where openly clamors for the procla­ 
mation of a constitution. 
A careful estimate makes the total 
number of persons killed outright ic 
the massacres 15,000, and it is probable 
that 30,000 will die of starvation during 
the coming semester. 
It 
cannot be 
realized in Europe how awful is the sit­ 
uation. There is reason to believe the 
imminence of the interference of the 
six powers and America in Turkish af­ 
fairs. The nearly simultaneous move­ 
ment of all the squadrons of the differ­ 
ent countries can have no other mean­ 
ing. 
Probably Smyrna and 
Salonica 
will be occupied first.

BRITAIN IN ANOTHER SQUABBLE 


Republic of Colombia Likely to Have 
Tremble. 
Washington, Nov. 15.—There has 
been much friction of late between 
Great Britain and 
the Republic of 
Colombia, which, it is thought, may 
lead to radical steps by the British. 
The Colombia government gave a con 
cession to an 
English 
syndicate to 
build a railway through the state of 
Antioqua, tapping the richest sections 
of Colombia. 
The company did not proceed with 
the work, and the government 
de­ 
clared the concession forfeited. The 
company then presented a claim for 
$640,000 damages. Colombia refused to 
pay, but consented to arbitrate the 
claim. 
Out of this arbitration 
has 
grown the present friction. Urgent ef­ 
forts are being brought to bear on the 
British foreign office to administer a 
rebuke to Colombia, which will serve as 
a reminder that British investments in 
that country must receive full protec­ 
tion.

COUNTY BOARD S NEW REGU­ 
LATION A SW EEPING ONE. 


Covers the Arrest of All Tramps and 
Drunks Besides Offenders Charged 
W ith Disorderly Conduct and Inde­ 
cent Exposure—The Fees Hereto­ 
fore Were Not Less Than $i 20. 


The county board cut the fees of 
officers for arresting offenders charged 
with vagrancy, drunkeness in a pub­ 
lic place, disorderly conduct and in­ 
decent exposure of tne person, square 
in two in the middle when they pas­ 
sed the More resolution yesterday. 
At the present time the officers fees 
for an arrest in such a' case are not 
less than $1.20, and. where a com­ 
mitment is issued, 4? cents additional 
or $1.67 in all. 
This is allowing 
for 
two 
miles 
travel. 
Now 
they will be campclled to do the same 
work for seventy-five cents. 
As all 
the offenders of the class named are 
prosecuted under the state law, it 
affects the Janesville officers S6 well 
as all other officers in the county, and 
all cases of the nature mentioned in 
justice or municipal court. The resolu­ 
tion was as follows: 
Supervisor More. 
’Q ihe Honorable Board of Supervisors of 
Bock County. Gentlemen: 
Wh e r e a s, By Chapter 470 of the Laws of 1887 
aud by Chapter 250 of the Laws of 1895. the 
county board of supervisors of any county mav. 
from time to time, fix and regulate the fees or 
compensation of officers and magistrates for 
services performed in all prosecutions for auy of 
the offenses mentioned in said Chapter 470 of the 
Jaws of 1887 and said Chapter 250 of the Laws of 
1895, except when such prosecutions shall be 
brought under a city or village charter or ordi­ 
nance, now therefore, be It 
Resolved, That from aDd after the passage and 
publication of this resolution justices of the 
peace, police justices aud the municipal and 
county courts within and for said county of 
Bock, shall in all prosecutions for any of the of­ 
fenses mentioned in said Chapter 470 of the 
Laws of 1887 and said Chapter 250 of the Laws of 
1895,1)0 entitled to 
fee of seventy^tive cents 
and no more. And any peace officer rendering 
services before any magistrate, with a prisoner 
or prisoners in custody, in a prosecution for any 
of the offenses mentioned in said Chapter 470 of 
the Laws of 18g7, and said Chapter 250 of the 
Laws of 18^ 5,shall be entitled to a fee of seventy- 
five cents, the same to be In full for all services 
rendered by said peace officer in auy such case, 
except when a prisoner or prisoners shall be 
duly committed according to law. then and In 
such case, such peace officer shall be entitled to 
railroad fare for such prisoner or prisoners so 
committed, and six cents per mile for the actual 
distance traveled to commit such prisoner or 
prisoners.
